it will be the duty, at an early date, of the Atlanta police hoard to elect 
a chief of police. Already the matter is a subject of general discussion and 
speculation, and there is talk in city hall circles of what the police board 
is likely to do. 

In coming to the performance of this duty there is one thing that should 
be held imperattve. That the new chief, whoever he may be, shall be in 
full, complete and untrammelled control of the department for the work of 
wihich he ig responsible. 

The recent change in the city government has placed some new ma- 
terial on the police board—men who are thoroughly in accord with this 
view, and who will do all in their power tO make this improvement in the 
| department, which is absolutely indispensable to efficiency. 

There is every reason to believe that the overwhelming sentiment of 
the board is in favor of this forward step. In fact, it is commanded by city 
ljaw—thé Key ordinance, which declares the police chief shall be chief in 
‘ract—and why this law has fallen into disuse is a matter for inquiry and 
| rectification. 
| There is no question about the fact that of late the Atlanta police force 
has not been up to the mark. Its deficiencies, unfortunate ones at times, 
have been the subject of critical comment. Progressive Atlanta has been 
behindhand in one of her most important departments, 
| The lapse of the Key ordinance and the doubt as to the main authority 
has been, in large part, responsible for this. The city cannot hope to main- 
tain an efficient police force unless it is properly governed. 

There must be a strong man, a man of will and nerve, placed at its 
head, and in him must be imposed full confidence and authority. 

It is gratifying to note that the new city government is in full accord 
with this view, and there is early hope of its accomplishment. ' 

Another defect in the department which the city authorities have, in 
some measure, been brought to realize, is in the comparatively small num- 
ber of men. Additions to the department have not kept pace with the rapid 
growth of the city, both fn area and population, and the result is many 
sections ‘of it are poorly patrolled, if patrolled at all. 

Comparisons with other cities will show that Atlanta is below the 
average in number of policemen to population; in fact, that police protection 
here has been far from adequate. 

Realizing this the city government has taken the matter up and there 
is every prospect that within a short time, perhaps but a few days, a sub- 
stantial) addition will be made to the force. 

With an adequately strengthened force, with a chief whose powers in 
placing, dealing with and» commanding his men are unshorn by any outside 
authority, and with the city well patrolled, as it should be, to its very limits, 
there will be no further cause of complaint, 

Atlanta has early promise of al] these things.

One of the most significant articles that has ever appeared in the col-

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W. J. Northen told how the people of Georgia are responding to that senti- 
ment which decrees that law and order must rule in place of chaos, that it 
is incumbent upon the white people of the south to find a peaceful and rea- 
sonable solution of the race problem and that the time for such action is in 
the immediate present. 

Governor Northen has already visited, in behalf of the executive com- 
mittee of the Business Men’s Gospel Union of Atlanta and the Civic League, 
twenty-nine of the counties in Georgia, in an effort to organize in each one 
of them law and order leagues for the permanent adujstment of relations 
between the races. 

He has covered such important points in the state as Columbus, Athens, 
Augusta, Conyers, ‘Covington, Madison, Greensboro, Thomson, Harlem, War- 
renton, Washington, Lexington, Elberton. and Lawrenceville as well as 
smaller communities. 

it has not been his effort to address mass meetings at these points. 
Pursuing 4 carefully designed system, he has preceded each visit with letters 
to the most representative citizens of the community next on his list, asking 
that they arrange a gathering of the substantial men of the town before 
whom he could lay his propositions. 

He has shown these citizens of mature age and responsible station just 
what disastrous developments we may logically expect, if we do not take 
decisive steps to inculcate in all classes of the population a regard for law 
and order, as against the tendency on the part of the white race to resort 
to mob rule, and on the part of the colored race to shield its own criminals. 

He has likewise impressed upon such men as he has addressed—in 
every instance the mainstays of their respective communities—their indi- 
vidual responsibility in the premises. He has demonstrated the eventual 
tragic possibilities fo the state, the south, if the present uneasy, sinister 
conditions are not replaced by others of mutual confidence and intelligent 
cooperation. He has shown that the omnipresent problem will cease to be 
a problem, if patience, fidelity, intelligence and Christianity are applied in 
commonsense proportion and. with persistence. 

it is gratifying to report that in mearly every one of the twenty-nine 
counties, Governor Northen has encountered decided encouragement, The 
citizens he approached volunteered, in many instances, to form organizations 
looking toward a materialization of the plans set forth by the Gospel Union— 
identical in general principle with those advocated by the Civic League of 
Atlanta.

An Industrial Epoch. 

In The Constitution yésterday there 
appeared the announcement Of a com. 
mercial project which, if it reaches an 
uninterrupted consummation, is likely 
to mark an “industrial epoch. in 
the history of Georgia. Reference is 
had to The Manufacturer’s Record re- 
port of the plans of North Carolina 
and Washington city capitalist&S to 
invest approximately five million® dol- 
lars in developing the water powers 
of the Savannah river. 

The movement began with the con- 
solidation of the Savannah River 
Power company; the Calhoun Falls 
company, and the Hatton Shoals com- 
pany. Present designs contemplate 
|the immediate development of 59,000 
}horse-power, including 35,000 at Cal- 
houn Falls, 4,000 at Gregg’s Shoals, 
10,000 at Cherokee Falls, and 10,00v 
at Hatton’s Shoals. Surveys indicate 
possibilities of from 100,000 to 150,000 
Horse-power, and construction will be 
SO arranged as to admit of further 
development as warranted by subse- 
quent events. 

Cotton mills, factories and indus- 
tries of many descriptions in western 
South Carlonia and a portion of Geor- 
gia, will be supplied with power and 
light, the transmission lines in com- 
plete circuit covering about 200 miles. 

This project, once it comes to ma- 
terialization, should make the section 
contiguous one of the most im- 
portant manufacturing centers in the 
United States. Not only will enter- 
prises now operating be able to ap 
preciably reduce their expenses, but 
the cheap power placed on the market 
must inevitably induce many other 
capitalists to install an array of large 
and small industries. , 

One single feature which indicates 
the industria] feature of these portions 
of Georgia and South Carolina is the 
fact that the water-power at Calhoun 
Falls alone largely exceeds that de- 
veloped at Lowell and Lawrence, 
Mass.—both of which have evolved 
into two of the wealthiest manufactur- 
ing towns in the nation through their 
command of economical water-power. 
In the course of a few years the fa- 
vored counties within reach of the 
Savannah river stations will be pro- 
ducing dividends as one of the richest 
manufacturing districts in the world. 

And, in considering the advantages 
with which Providence has so gener- 
Ously endowed Georgia, it should not 
be forgotten that other rivers in tae 
state offer possibilities proportion- 
ately as tempting as those held out by 
the Savannah. 

It is high time, if we wish to coin 
our industria] potentialities into as- 
sets, that we begin to take cognizance 
of these advantages. Why cannot the 
capital be found within our own state 
to undertake further’ exploitation? 
Certainly it appears insured of ample 
returns on its investment.

As Well as Common Schools 
Alabama Fuoposes, 


Has Discussion in the Public Prints 
of the Coal Lands Owned by the 
University—Just at Pres- 
ent They Are Not 
So Valuable. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—It, is evident that the larger instt- 
tutions of learning of the state are going 
to be taken care of by the present @s- 
sion of the legislature, as well as the 
common schools. This is evidenced on 
every side by the interest taken on the 
part of the governor and his leaders in 
the present administration. At a meet- 
ing of the trustees of the university, held 
last night, Governor Comer attended and 
showed every interest in the proceedings 
and the discussion. He is an ex-officio 
member of the board and his attendance 
did nét indicate that he hag any more 
interest in the university than he has in 
the other institutions of like character 
in the state. However, he took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to post himself 
thoroughly on fhe aims and purposes of 
the trustees of the university, as wel! as 
the leaders in the greater university 
movement. The other members of the 
board who were present were Superin- 
tendent H. C. Gunnells, President John 
W. Abercrombie, Judge T. ¢. McClelland, 
EB. H. Glenn, M. P. LeGrande. Henry B. 


Foster, J. H. Johnson, Danie] Pratt and

He did not believe in secession; A 
right reserved under the constitution, 
he pronounced it ‘idle talk;’ but, as a

A generation has lived and 
died and forty-two years have passed 
since the surrender, and still there ard 
some old confederates above the ground 
who can’t be restrained. 

“We are proud that we fought under 
the leadership of such great commanders 
as Robert FE. Lee end Jackson, and yet 
it is with profound sadness that I #tay 
tonight, my comrades, that all of the 
prominent commanders have passed 
away: that all the great generals, like 
Lee and Jackson and Johnston, have gone 
before. They were men of high and 
lofty minds; of transcendent genius; men 
who conducted great campaigns, and won 
great victories, and who met defeat wit, 
true fortitude and with undaunted hope 
in restoring the blows of destiny.

N VEXCHANGE 
ENEMY OF SOUTH 


So Governor Comer Tells the 
Southern Cotton Association, 


Alabama Governor Tells How New 
York Exchange Sold Him Un- 
spinable Cotton—Comer Will- 
ing to Be a Witness 


Against Exchange. 


Birmingham, Ala. January !9.—Two 
Birmingham speakers held the attention 
of the Southern Cotton Association con- 
i vention this morning. They were B. B. 
Comer, governor of Alabama, whose 
subject was ‘““‘The American Cotton Crop,”’ 
and W. D. Nesbitt, who spoke on ‘The 
Modern Warehouse; Construction and 
Economy of Operation.” 

President Harvie Jordan was detained 
at a meeting of the executive committee 
anc the convention was called to order 
by W. H. Seymour, of Montgomery, pres- 
ident of the Alabama division, who intro- 
duced Governor Comer. The _ governor 
said he had been busy at Montgomery 
trying to get laws enacted in the interest 
of agriculture “and I am here to tell 
you,’ he added, “that we are going to 
get them.’’ 


Overproduction Worse Than Weevil. 


He spoke on his experience as a cotton 
planter, saying he had not had time to 
, prepare a set address. He declared that 
| the boll weevil is not half as dangerous 
to the south as overproduction. He 
said that the south today is a colony just 
as much as India, Canada and other 
dependencies. 

“One of your duties,’’ he continued, “‘is 
to teach the people how to get the benefit 
of the government.” He characterized 
the New York Cotton Exchange as “‘an- 
other enemy of the south.’ He said 
that if President Harvie Jordan can cor- 
rect ‘‘this evil’’ he will have accom- 
plished a great thing. 

Goverfor Comer, who is a large manu- 
facturer of cotton goods, told of buying 
21,000 bales of cotton through the New 
York exchange, and of the trouble he had 
in getting it. When it arrived he said 
not 5 per cent of it was spinnable. 

Comer Willing to Be Witness. 

“If you can drive the New York Cot- 
ton exchange to the courts,’ he added, 
““you can have me as a witness. There 
is no cotton about it. The whole thing 
isafraud. I cannot be quoted too strong- 
ly, and I can give the names. We ought 
to enforce a law which will at least force 
them to furnish the cotton on contracts.’ 

Governor Comer then discussed freight 
rates, and said Alabama proposed by 
law to take a hand in naming freight 
rates. “‘We are going to help name the 
price which helps to send cotton across 
the deep, blue sea,” he declared. 


Jordan Accepts Presidency. 


ecutive committee, which ended at 1:30 
o clock this afternoon, Harvie Jordan ac- 
cepted the presidency of the Southern 
Cotton Association for another year. It 
is understood that the one question upon 
which Mr. Jordan's acceptance depended 
was that of financing ~the association. 
The executive committee unanimously re- 
} elected Mr. Jordan Thursday night, but 
he was slow in making answer. After 
going over all the details and receiving 
the assurance of the committee that he 
would be given all the financlal backing 
he needs for the purpose of making the 
question of cotton and the rights of the 
cotton grower a national one, Mr. Jordan 
made a brief speech of acceptance, 

Harvie Jordan, in again accepting the 
presidency of the Southern Cotton Asso- 
ciation, said to the executive committee: 

“IT thank the executive committee for 
their kind expression of confidence in me 
and my administration. When I came 
here I had made up my mind to retire 
as president, but I feel at this critical 
moment, and being backed up by the 
south as has been evidenced by this 
' meeting, that it is my duty to my people 
ro accept this high position which you 
offer me. I] would be derelict were I to 
do otherwise. I have alwavs tried to do 
what I thought was right. 

Jordan Not Ashamed. 

‘“T have done nothing of which I am 
ashamed. I have done things which I 
regret. I have made mistakes as a resuit 
of my inexperience. I shall, during the 
coming year benefit by this experience. ji 
shal] proceed in the discharge of my du- 
‘ties absolutely fearlessly. I shall meex 
every issue which arises. My every po- 
sition has been taken honestly, looking 
to the interests of the southern people. 

“I shal) actively discharge my duties 
in breaking up iniquitles operating agains‘ 
our success. Our opposition is organized 
and have done, and are doing, everything 
within their power to minimize our ef- 
forts and our work. I feel that th»? 
Southern Cotton ssociation has a brighter 
future than ever before. This has been 
the best convention we have ever held, 
and I feel that the Southern Cotton As. 
sociation is stronger and brighter than 
ever before. 

Money Needed for Results.
